Ace War 
Newsman 
At Forum 

Quentin Reynold.s Saw 
'’London Can Take It” 


For the first meeting of 1942 
the Newton Forum presents Quen- 
tin Reynolds, Ace war correspond- 
ent of Collier’s Magazine, at the 
Newton High School Auditorium 
at 3:30 p. m. on Sunday, January 
1 . 

Reynolds is widely known as 
jnc of the most brilliant reporters 
and lecturers to have come out of 
this war. Last year, after his re- 
turn from England, he made an 
extensive lecture tour, including 
an appearance at Symphony Hall 
in Boston in March. He wrote 
the script and did the commentary 
for two stirring movie shorts, 
“London Can Take It,’’ and 
"Christmas Under Fire.’’ He is 
the author of the best seller, “The 
Wounded Don’t Cry.” Recently he 
was in the public eye when he 
was a fellow passenger with the 
Soviet Ambassador to the United 
States, Litvinov, on a Russian 
plane which, for several days, was 
believed lost on the flight from 
Moscow to Teheran. From there 
ho proceeded to Cairo where he 
has been covering the war news. 



After graduation from Brown 
University, where he played foot- 
ball, Reynolds studied law, but he 
soon decided that journalism was 
his field. He worked on the Eve- 
ning World and World Telegram 
as reporter and sports writer. In 
1933 he was sent to Berlin by In- 
ternational News Service. As a 
result of his outspoken criticism 
of the Nazi regime then coming 
into power, he was one of the first 
foreign correspondents to be de- 
ported from Germany. Since 1934 
he has been with Collier’s as as- 
sociate editor. 

In 1940 he was sent to Europe 
on a roving commission. Reynolds 
always manages to be in the thick 
of things .so that he has plenty to 
report, and he knows how to tell 
it. He drove an ambulance before 
the fall of Franco. He tricked the 
French into giving him a pass to 
the front lines by pretending to bo 
“Quentin Roosevelt Reynolds,” 
sending a cable to “Uncle Frank- 
lin, White House,’’ ending with 
“Love to Aunt Eleanor.” He re- 
treated before the advancing Ger- 
man army in a baby Austin, a 
feat which involved a neat job of 
telescoping his six foot, 220 lb. 
frame. 

He has lived and worked for 
months under a rain of bombs in 
London and he was in lured in an 
air raid last year. Much of his 
lime in England has been spent at 
R. A. F. me.ss halls, among army 
men and civilian volunteers, on 
coastwise trawlers and in the pubs 
of Fleet St. His congenial, kindly 
personality has made him im- 
mensely popular in all the.se 
places, and he knows at first hand 
what the English people are feel- 
ing and thinking under the ordeal 
of constant bombings. He knows 
t^hurchill and Beaverbrook and 
Bevin, and he speaks with admira- 
tion of “my neighbor in London, 
the Queen of England.” But it is 
mostly of tho nameless “little peo- 
ple” of England that he tells in 
his lectures and writings, and one 
is impressed by his love and re- 
spect for these people. He tells 
too of Amrica’s work in the war 
and of what a fine job cuir Lock- 
heed Hudson and Boston bombers 
are doing. He is a deeply moving 
speaker. There are no gestures,

On New Year’.s afternoon at the 
inaugural of Mayor Paul M. God- 
dard for a second term he ap- 
pealed to the members of the city 
government and the citizens of 
New'ton for a contribution to the 
w'ar effort as the primary concern 
of the moment.

The Family Service Bureau of 
Newton, Inc., for over half a cen- 
tury has carried out for citizens 
of Newton their neighborly im- 
pulse for the social welfare of the 
city and their desire to help han- 
dicapped jndividuala help them- 
selves.

Inc., and 
as the Newton Welfare Bureau in 
1915, the name was changed to 
Family Service Bureau of Newton, 
Inc., in 1939, it being felt that 
this name. more clearly indicated 
the services offered which stress 
the agency’s interest in strength- 
ening family life — and its belief 
in the family as the backbone of 
the American way of life. 

The goals of the Family Serv- 
ice Bureau are to understand the 
individual, respect his rights, open 
resources to him so that he can 
make the most of his own and 
community onnortunities and to 
help him to.helo him.self. 

All Newton citizens can turn to 
the Bureau for advice and under- 
standing and the acenev exnressos 
the trulv New England interest in 
our neighbor and belief that he 
can marshal his own strength to 
self-help.

M. C. A. camp and through this 
have other group contacts 
throughout the winter. 

John v7is a different boy when 
he came back from camp this Fall. 
He was an only child, and had a 
hard time getting along at home 
and at school. His father had been 
a heavy drinker and John’s ner- 
vousness was a reaction to this. 
His mother was seriously ill and 
so John had more than his share 
of problems. But camp gave him 
Just what ho needed. During his 
stay in camp, the social worker 
saw the parents regularly, plan- 
ning with them wavs to make the 
homo situation better for the boy 
when he came back. 

David, age ten. an orphan, was 
confused because he did feel 
he “belonged’’ to anyone. He was 
worried about stories of his heri- 
tage. He failed in his school work 
and was shv with other boys, 
keening b.v himself. 

The social worker at the Fam- 
ily Service Bure, an grew to know 
D^' id and helped him to feel con- 
fidence in her concern for him. 
T.afpp she callpd in other acen- 
cios to help him. such as a clinic 
where a nsvehiatrlst helned him to 
unravel his confusion and to un- 
derstand himself. He Joined the 
Bov Scouts, where ho could have 
normal contacts with young peo- 
ple. The worker saw his foster 
parents freouontlv. helping thnm 
to understand David. She worked 
closolv with the .sehool and the 
end of the year found him im- 
nro\pd in his school work, en lov- 
ing reoreation with hovs his own 
age. feeling as If he were wanted 
and "belonged.’’ 

Here is an example of how the 
Family Service Bureau studied the 
hoy’s needs, opened up resources 
for him nnd called in other .social 
agencies to bring to him the se- 
curity which he lacked. 

The Family Service Bureau 
stands ready to take its part in 
d(*f('nse work. During the past 
year it has acted ns consultant to 
one of the Draft Boards and two 
of its staff are on the Disaster 
(^ommittee of the Red Cross. 
Through its membership in the 
Familv Welfare Association of 
America, it keeps constantly in 
touch with services which social 
workers will offer to fit into New- 
ton’s Defense Program. 

This agency is a member of the 
Nt'wton Community Chest and 
will participate in the Greater 
Boston United War Fund to raise 
$7,600,000. 

The sixty members of the Fam- 
ily Service Board work closely 
with the staff. They take an in- 
terest In individuals nnd through 
(heir contacts are often able to 
h(*lp. For example when Mr. G. 
asked advice as to investment in 
small food shop. Board members 
were consulted as to the locality, 
what equipment was necessary im- 
mediately and what could wait 
until his business developed. The 
social worker planned with Mr. G. 
Individually. The Board members 
gave business advice that was val- 
uable to his plan. Mr. G. is now 
♦at his own and Is ready to take 
his part In the life of his country. 
He thanks the Community Fund 
which supports the agency which 
helped him and others to get back 
as contributing members of the 
community.

Tragedy Enters 
Lower Falls Home

She became the victim ofi 
carbon monoxide poisoning. I 

The family dog, in the kitchen; 
above the garage, began barking' 
and five-year-old John got out of! 
bod to go to him. Soon afterwards 
the boy’s grandparents, Mr. and; 
Mrs. John McGlennon of Chi-, 
cago, who had been visiting Ihel 
familv, found both the boy and dog, 
overcome. Dr. Pilcher and lire- 1 
men were summoned and the boy 
and his pet revived. The fire de- 
partment inhalators were em-| 
ployed unsuccessfully upon the 
child’s mother. 

According to authorities the 
McGlennons had consulted a p.sy- 
chialrist in an attempt to solve 
their domestic difficulties.

New Tire Board Begins Duties 


Former Rep. Baker Heads 
Local Rationing Board 
To Consider Applications 


Newton’s Quota For 
January Is Largest 
In Middlesex County 


In conjunction with federal and 
state plans for the rationing of 
automobile tires Mayor Paul M. 
Goddard late last week announced 
the appointment of the Newton 
Tire Rationing Board. Former 
State Representative William B. 
Baker of West Newton was named 
chairman. Other members are 
Charles R. Davis of Oak Hill and 
Edward O. Proctor of Newton Cen- 
tro. The Board organized on Mon- 
day and selected Public Buildings 
Commissioner Arthur Campbell as. 
Public Administrator and Miss 
Helen Duggan as clerk. 

On Monday the Board sent let- 
ters to Newton tire dealers who 
have been designated as inspectors 
to examine tires of applicants and 
to pass on the question of need 
for now tires. Applications must 
be presented to Administrator 
Campbell. The law specifically de- 
fines those who are eligible and 
Newton’s quota for January is 71 
tiros and .59 tubes for pas.sengor 
Cal’S, light trucks and motorcycles 
and 54 tires and 45 tubes for buses 
and trucks. This quota is the larg- 
est of any municipality in Middle- 
sex County. 

The rationing board has quarters 
in one of the aldermanic commit- 
tee rooms. Chairman Baker, a for- 
mer Repre.sentative, is also a for- 
mer alderman. He served as vice- 
chairman of the House Ways and

Ask Relaxing 
Of Building 
Laws Here 


Shortage of Materials 
Makes It Difficult To 
Meet Specifications 


A petition has been presented to 
the Newton Board of Aldermen 
asking that the city relax on 
some of the stringent require- 
ments of the building code in the 
interests of national defense. The 
petition was signed by 52 persons 
including architects and builders. 
The petition calls for changes in 
the regulations to bring about sav- 
ings in material, including lumber, 
steel, concrete and masonry, 
namely the requirement of steel 
bolts to fasten sills to foundations, 
that the required thickness of con- 
crete foundations from small 
homes be cut from 12 to 10 inches 
and for garages and porches from 
10 to 8 inches; that instead of the 
use of steel frames and wired glass 
for garage windows, wood frames 
and plain or glazed glass be per- 
mitted, and that corner posts of 
4 6 inches be permissible in- 

stead of 4 to 8 inches. They also 
requested that instead of requir- 
ing chimneys for all rooms where 
cooking is to bo done, galvanized 
vent pipes covered with asbestos 
be permitted, and in duplex houses 
where 8 inch masonry walls are 
now required that 4 inch stud 
w’alls be allowed. 


Dedicate Thapel 
At Upper Falls 


A new' children’s' unit with chil- 
dren’s chapel and classrooms will 
be dedicated at the First Metho- 
dist Church on Summer st. at 
Newton Upper Falls on Sunday. 
Rev. William Gunter, D.D., super- 
intendent of the Boston District, 
will preach at the morning serv- 
ice at 10:45 o’clock, on the topic, 
"Keeping the Afterglow.’’ Bishop 
G. Bromley Oxnam, bishop of the 
Now England Area of the Metho- 
dist Church, will speak at the af- 
ternoon service at 3:00 p. m., and 
will then dedicate the new unit. 
Children of the church will un- 
veil the beautiful window at the 
worship center of the chapel, at 
the close of the dedication service. 

The new addition is on the 
northeast corner of the old colo- 
nial style church, which itself was 
built in 1827, and is one of the 
old architectural landmarks of the 
city of Newton. The motif of the 
architecture of the church tower 
and of its facade is taken up in the 
new palladium w'indow above the 
altar of the Children’s Chapel. 
Each of the forty-five panes of 
glass of this window has a picture 
of some story from religious his- 
tory of particular interest to chil- 
dren and of value in their reli- 
gious education. The chapel is 
furnished in a color harmony 
w’hich is climaxed in a blue altar 
with ivory vases and an ivory- 
colored fig’^re of the Christ as a 
boy with outstretched arms. An

Un.sanitary -Conditions

Announcement was made on 
last Friday by the Newton Health 
Department to the License Com- 
mission that it will not approve 
the issuance of renewals of com- 
mon victualler licenses to 22 eat- 
ing establishments whose methods 
of washing and sanitizing drink- 
ing utensils were rated as ur 


assured that such improved meth- 
ods will bo carried out in the fu- 
ture. 

Dr. Ernest H. Morris, director 
of public health, stated that the 
publication last October of rat- 
ings of establishments had exer- 
cised a beneficial effect as 31 out 
of 69 establishments which has 
been rated as "Fair” and "Satis- 
factory’’ had taken steps to im- 
prove conditions. 

A letter has been sent to the 
owner of every unsatisfactory es- 
tablishment notifying him of the 
action of the department and of- 
fering to advise him as to how he 
may secure satisfactory results.

A petition has been filed at City 
Hall that the city government of 
Newton accept he statute provid- 
ing for pensions of half pay for 
the foremen employed in city de- 
partments. Under an old law, the 
foremen now receive pensions of 
only $500 each while the laborers 
who are retired receive pesn.sions 
of half pay which often amounts 
to $900 a year. The foremen con- 
tend that they are thus unjustly 
penalized because of their promo- 
tion. Over a dozen foremen in the 
Street, Water and Recreation de- 
partments are affected by this sit- 
uation as well as the laborers who 
may be promoted to foremen. 

The pension of one half pay for 
city laborers was in effect at the 
time the Contributory Retirement 
Sy.stcm was adopted in 1928, call- 
ing for contributions by employees 
to the pension fund and provided 
for pensions based on the length 
of serv'ice of the employees at the 
time of retirement. Those who 
wore in the employ of the city at 
the time this act was passed were 
not required to become members 
of the system but all those who 
entered the employ of the city 
after that time were required to 
join. A law was subsequently 
adopted setting the maximum pen- 
sion for foremen at $.590 and the 
men who were later promoted to 
the position of foremen lost their 
half-pay pension rights. The Fore- 
men are employed on an annual 
salary, are entitled to sick pay and 
five days off each year in the 
event of a death in their families.

The report of the Placement de- 
partment at the Newton High 
School made by the placement di- 
rector, Carl P. Birmingham, to Su- 
perintendent of Schools Julius E.

jForuin Hears 
I Interesting 
I Talk On War 

I I’rank Gervasl, Assist*' nt 
Editor, Collier’s, Speaker 


A large audience attending the 
Newton Forum meeting last Sun- 
day afternoon at the Newton High 
School prepared to hear Quentin 
Reynolds, ace war correspondent 
of Collier’s W’eekly, found its ar- 
dor dampened on announcement 
that the scheduled speaker had 
not arrived from England in time 
to fill his engagement. The audi- 
ence, however, remained and much 
to Its pleasure was well repaid for 
turning out in the first w’inter’s 
storm to hear Frank CJervasi, 
"running mate” of Reynolds, whose 
dynamic personality and interest- 
ing talk on conditions and experi- 
ences on his foreign assignment 
as a war correspondent and associ- 
•ate editor of Collier’s soon dis- 
placed their earlier disappoint- 
ment. 

Ger\asi predicted that a com- 
bined British and American force 
would smash the German Army by 
invasion. He asserted that the 
.A.xis is attempting a "gargantuan 
squeeze play” and that it would 
fail. The speaker, who returned 
in <3ctober from the Philippines 
and Dutch East Indies, stated that 
although termed as Reyaiolds’ 
"running mate” he had not seen 
him for months, but this time he 
had refused to go to England re- 
cently and was going to wait for 
him. 

He blamed Governor-General 
Francis W. Sayre for lack of pre- 
paredness against air raids in the 
Philippines and stated that when 
he had accused him of having 
done nothing “he showed me a 
thick report of what should be 
done when the bombs came.” Mr. 
GerN’csi added. “I hope your plans 
have proceeded beyond the report 
stage." 

In reply to questions from the 
audience Ger\asi pointed out that 
Pearl Harbor was inadequately 
patrolled because of e.xtensive lob- 
bying against war preparedness in 
Congress and because “you people 
did not want to pay taxes.” He 
pointed out also that Jap fifth 
columnists played a big part in 
the success of the attack. "Who 
brought the Japs there?” he asked, 
and answering his own question 
w’ith. "the sugar people, they 
wanted cheap labor.” 

As regards the retreat of the 
German army in Russia he pro- 
fessed little knowledge of that area 
but pointed out that possibly in 
destroying much of the Russian in- 
dustrial setup that the Germans 
had accomplished their purpose in 
smashing a potential threat from 
the north next spring. In reply to 
a question regarding the failure 
of the British to hold Crete he 
said, "part of the blood of Greece 
and Crete is on your hands, ladies 
and gentlemen. Men fought 
against steel and the cost was 
27.000 lives but if the British had 
not stood up against it you would 
have said, the British want others 
to fight their battles for them.” 

He predicted that Singapore 
would not fall now that *Ave are 
in it” and that by defending the 
Philippines. Gen. MacArthur and 
his men. have helped the situation. 
He expressed high praise for Gen. 
MacArthur and asserted that he 
carried out the task of training a 
Filipino army in the face of ob- 
struction by President Quezon. 
He told of personal e.xperiences 
and friendship with Gen. Sir. Arch- 
ibald Wavell and characterized him 
as tjie "greatest soldier of our 
times." He also had high praise 
for Gen. Jan Smuts, British of- 
ficer in the Egyptian campaign. 
Mr. Gervasi made a clear distinc- 
tion between an "Englishman” and 
a "Briti.sher" and told of the grad- 
ual change from the old British 
viewpoint to that of the "English- 
man’s” which was more akin to 
that of an American. 

President Kirtley F. Mather of 
the Forum nnnounct*d the substitu- 
tion of the spi'akor saying that 
Reynolds had left by boat 

on Christmas night but that he had 
not landed at HiVfa.x. "As late 
as noon today* there was chance 
of his being here" but not hav- 
ing landed plane connections were 
impossible. Reynolds also had had 
a Saturday evening engagement in 
New York. 

^ Seated on the platform also were 
Gen. Daniel .A. Needham, head 
of the State Civilian Defense Di- 
vision nnd John M. Riert*r. chair- 
man of the Newton Civilian De- 
fense organization, and Donald D. 
McKay. Six'aking brietly General 
Needhiun and Mr. Bierer stated 
that Newton and Massachusetts 
were doing all ixissible towaitls 
cix ilinn ilefi‘nse. Gen. Neeiih;un 
assertiHl that "the war is just as 
much right here” as it is unyAvheiv 
and each one bus a jwrt to pluy in 
winning it.

Opens on Jan. 22 
With Mass Meeting 

Newrton is "all out” for the 
Greater Boston United War Fund 
of which Newton Community 
(Thest is a vital factor. 

On the evening of January 22 
the Fund will sw’ing into the Cam- 
paign with a mammoth opening 
meeting at the Boston Garden. 

For the first time the Fund 
unites the Red Cross, the Greater 
Boston Conununity Fund, with its 
215 health and social agencies, the 
United Service Organizations — 
known as the USO — and the local 
Soldiers and Sailors d^ommittee. 
Its goal is $7,600,000. 

Newton has already done an in- 
tensive job of local organization 
in preparation for its part in this 
Campaign. 

At a workers’ conference held 
on Monday evening and addressed 
by Maynard Hutchinson, (General 
Chairman of the United War Fund 
and by Neil Leonard, Chairman 
of the Newton Community Chest, 
the "let’s go" signal w’as sounded. 

Maynard Hutchinson. Newton 
resident and 1936 Chairman of 
the Newton Community Chest 
Campaign, as well as General 
Chairman of the present War 
Fund, told the w’orkers that as 
a privileged community New’ton is 
looked to for leadership in this 
mighty effort. 

Mr. Hutchinson reported enthu- 
siastically on the advance gifts 
that are coming in to Boston 
Headquarters, many of them un- 
solicited. He declared that since 
Pearl Harbor the country is united 
as never before for defense and 
in its willingness to sacrifice for 
the common good. 

He cited two e.xamples of gen- 
erous giving, typifying this spirit. 
In one instance, the captain and 
crew of a trawler offered the 
United War Fund one-half of the 
profits on a catch of fish. A few 
days later the captain came in 
with a check for $500 as his share 
of the catch and the crew pre- 
sented a check for $50 as its share. 

The other instance involved a 
defense worker who offered to give 
his overtime pay earned at hard 
labor as his contribution to the 
Fund. His check amounts to about 
ST.OO a week. 

Mr. Hutchinson told his fellow 
tw’onsmen that such instances are 
being recorded daily as evidence 
of the unity that has spread 
throughout Greater Boston and 
that is making pwple more deep- 
ly aware of their gratitude for 
America and its institutions. 

-A report from Neil Leonard, 
Chairman of the Newton Commu- 
nity Chest, showed that ever>’ Vil- 
lage is already’ organized with a 
Chairman, Major, Captain and so- 
licitors. 

“We need more solicitors, how- 
ever,” said Mr. Leonard. “We 
want the people of the community 
to realize that this is their Cam- 
paign. We welcome every person 
who can give time and ser\*ices to 
aid the common cause of human- 
ity represented by the Red Cross 
and allied organizations united in 
the Fund. 

"The United War Fund stands 
for those ser\ices which have 
helped to keep .America sound and 
healthy.

Rotary Club 

At the regular meeting of the 
Newton Rotary Club held at Brae 
Burn Country Club. Januitry 5, 
1942, the club was host to a group 
of prominent manufacturers in 
Newton. Among those present 
were Mr. Vincent C. Stanley, pres- 
ident of the Gamewell Company 
in Newton Up})er Falls, Mr.

The speaker was Herbert N. 
McGill, president of the McGill 
Commodity Service of Auburndale, 
Mass., secretary of the Newton 
Rotary Club. Mr. McGill’s sub- 
ject was "The Ecopomic Outlook 
for 1942,” and he pointed out that 
under the stress of warfare there 
is no alternative but full absolute 
power by the government to dic- 
tate all transactions within the 
United States. A year ago there 
were no price ceilings, priorities, 
or production limitations. Today 
there are 81 priority orders, 26 
limitation orders, and 61 price ceil- 
ings, The forthcoming price con- 
trol bill will do much to slow up 
the advancing price trend, but 
from a long-range standpoint in- 
flation appears inevitable. 

Mr. McGill emphasized that the 
cost of living was &n the upward 
march, while the standard of liv- 
ing was on the decline. The 
one phase that interested all 
was the reference to the automo- 
bile situation. The ban on auto- 
mobile and tire sales and the pros- 
pect of gasoline rationing by the 
spring is bound to have a pro- 
found effect upon business in gen- 
eral. There are 40,000 car and 
truck dealers in the United States, 
87,000 auto repair shops, 400,00() 
retail gas outlets, and 94,000 re- 
tail auto accessory stores. This 
group accounts for about 22 per 
cent of the entire retail trade 
throughout the country. Any ap- 
preciable decline in the number 
of automobiles on the road would 
directly affect thousands of small 
businesses in towns and cities. 
Grover Cronin’s in Waltham is an 
outstanding example. There is no 
alternative because there is an 
actual shortage of rubber as well 
as metals, and armament produc- 
tion must come first.

Mrs. George Howland had the 
second paper “Canadian Mosaic” 
and she showed how the influence 
of the many people, as the French, 
English, Irjsh, Jews and even In- 
dians, had 'contributed to the na- 
tion, each nationality contribut- 
ing its share towards the culture 
of the country. 

The last paper was a review 
of Gibbons’ “Empire of Steel” and 
Mrs. William P. DeWitt traced 
the growth of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway from its earliest days 
to the present. Explaining the 
country through which the first 
rails were laid as one which was 
still in many places a virgin for- 
est, she brought out the magni- 
tude of the undertaking. 

Adding to this paper, Mrs. John 
Williams, who had recently mad^* 
a trip over the country, contrasted 
the luxury cnioyed at the pre.sent 
day. with those in its earlier 
years, when she made a similar 
trip. At that time air-tight stoves 
were used for cooking the meals 
served, also for heating.

Cafes and 
Spas To Use 
Clean Utensils 

Receive Health Dept. 
Approval On Promise 
To Improve Conditions 

Assurance of co-operation to- 
wards the improvement of condi- 
tions surrounding the proper sani- 
tation of drinking utensils in pub- 
lic eating places has prompted the 
Newton Board of Health to restore 
to temporary good standing all 
but one of the 22 establishments 
rated unsatisfactory. In the lat- 
est inspection and conference with 
the proprietors the latter have 
given Dr. Ernest H. Morris, direc- 
tor of public health, promises that 
immediate steps will be taken in 
each particular instance. 

Periodic inspections will be made 
to determine whether the require- 
ments have been met. In the 
event that establishments fall be- 
low the standard the license board 
will be asked to revoke the of 
fender’s common victualler’s li- 
cense. The one establishment, of 
the 22 previously rated unsatis- 
factory that has been denied re- 
newal of its license is being reno- 
vated and un.sanitary conditions in 
the kitchen being eliminated. 

The enforced improvements are 
the result of the campaign which 
the Health Department has been 
making to assure the Newton pub- 
lic of .sanitary drinking utensils 
in public cafes and spas. 'The 
Health Department will continue 
to publish the ratings of 59 eat- 
ing and drinking establishments in 
the city in the bi-monthly issues 
of "Your Health’’ which is i.ssued 
to Newton residents.

Priorities Must 
Be Accepted 

A definite impression of the se- 
rioas purposes involved in the na- 
tion’s war effort was reported by 
Mayor Paul M. Goddard this 
morning following his return from 
the National Conference of May- 
ors in Washington, D. C. The con- 
ference covered a variety of im- 
portant subjects which were of 
considerable interest to all cities 
with respect to their characteris- 
tics as industrial centres and oth- 
er t 5 q^. 

"It is an 'all out’ effort to win 
this war.” Mayor Goddard stated 
and "it cannot be won by sitting 
back and waiting for the turn of 
the tide. Priorities ha\’e got to 
be invoked regardless of the fact 
that it may mean privation and 
sacrifice upon the part of all of 
us. Everything else is relegated 
to the background.” 

The Mayor added further that 
although we may not always agree 
on the way to do things we have 
got to make a 100 per cent effort 
to accomplish the tasks ahead. 

Civilian defense was the key- 
note of the convention and uni- 
form policies concerning procedure 
to be followed to guard against 
sabotage and to protect the public 
in the event of air raids were 
thoroughly discussed, as well as 
legislation pending before Con- 
eress providing for the equipment 
of municipalities with gas masks, 
medical supplies, and fire-fighting 
eouinment in cities of more than 
1^.000 population. 

The conference discussed rela- 
tionships with Canada and Mexico 
whoso ideals are similar to those 
of the United States in the pres- 
ent emergency.

i adilress after which Rev. John A. 
Sheridan, Executive Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Catholic Welfare 
Committee deliveri'd an address 
"Religion and Social Sendee’’ in 
his usual scholarly and effective 
vein. 

i Aliss Dorothy L. Book, A.ssist- 
ant Doan and A.ssociate Professor 
of Social Work. Boston College 
School of Social Work who was to 
have delivered the principal ad- 
dress had been called home by the 
.serious illness of her father and 
her authoritative and interesting 
paper "Social Work and the De- 
fense Program” was read by Miss 
Mary A. Ala.son, M.S.S.A.. A.ssist- 
ant Profe.ssor of Social Work. 
Thero was extensive applause and 
much commendation by the many 
social workers pre.sent at Miss 
Book s masterly presentation of a 
subject of so much importance in 
the pre.sent crisis. 

Father Sheridan said in part: 

Religion and Social Service 

Religion, as I am using the word 
today, means the realization of 
certain values in human life which 
charity, not actuated by religion, 

1 overlooks. Religion holds Gk)d to 
be the greatest of all realities. It 
clings to the tenet that the spir- 
ituality of the .soul is real and that 
eternity is a reality compared with 
which time Is a transitory phase 
of existence. It teaches the su- 
preme value of the things that be- 
long to eternity, and consequent- 
ly places an estimate on the hu- 
man soul and its interests which 
transcends all mere earthly values 
and is not to be mea.sured by 
them when brought to bear on 
social service activity. 

Religion neglects none of the 
tasks of scientific charity. It is 
ready to feed the hungry, to clothe 
the naked, shelter the homeless, 
to soothe the suffering, to console 
the afflicted. But in doing all these 
things it keeps ever in view the 
dignity of man and the value of 
the human soul and finds the war- 
rant for all its activities in the 
promise of Christ. "As long as you 
did it to one of these, mv least 
brethren, you did it unto Me.” 

Science In Charity 

It is not so many years ago less 
than 50 in fact, since the demand 
arose for more scientific methods 
of welfare work. As in manufac- 
ture and trade, in transportation 
and travel, in teaching and in all 
the other arts, so also in charity 
itself, science asserted its legiti- 
t mate demand for recognition. 
There was a time when anyone 
was considered competent to teach 
who had the requisite knowledge 
of his subiect and a modicum of 
common sense to guide him in im- 
parting that knowledge. Nowa- 
days, as vou know, a teacher must 
have professional training, and it 
is recognized that there are scien- 
tific methods of teaching founded 
' ultimately on the psvchologv of 
the human mind, and especially 
on the laws of growth and devel- 
opment of the child mind. Sim- 
I ilarly. it was taken for granted 
j that anvone who had a good heart 
and a fairly good head, and who. 
above all was actuated with a 
love of God and of God’s poor, 
was competent to dispense charity 
and to conduct any kind of work 
for the welfare of the needy and 
the afflicted. Then came the real- 
ization that there are laws of the 
aggregate as well as of the indi- 
vidual mind: that there are prin- 
ciples sociological as well as psy- 
chological; that there are methods 
and devices peculiar to this sort of 
activity as well as to others, and 
science at once entered into the 
domain of social-welfare and char- 
itable work. The advantages to 
welfare work were undoubtedly 
great. There is less confusion to- 
day, less waste of effort, less over- 
lapping of work; thero are fewer 
mistakes, fewer blunders. There 
is more smoothness of the machin- 
ery (so to speak) and above all. 
more efficiency. Of course, the 
change was not welcomed at once 
nor eyerywhere. 

A generation ago, thero was 
some misgiving, some lurking fear 
that scl'^nce might oust the snirit 
!of charity and it was a New Kng- 
k’nd poet who expressed his scorn 
; of the relief b'^stowed: "In the 
n-^me of a cautious statistical 
Christ." Wo realize now that sci- 
ence can be made the handmaid, 
and need not be th<^ mistress of 
the spirit in charitable work. 

Religion in Churity 

The need of the hour, therefore, 
is not science in charity. The 
need is rather religion in charity. 
I do not say that science has ruled 
religion out; for that is not true; 
but T do say that more .science 
calls for more religion; for the 
ideal is a fair and proper mingling 
of both. Science, when all due 
nrai.so has been given it, is cold. 
It.s methods are stiff and inclined 
to he pedantic. It.s devices lack 
plasticity and are, therefore. In a 
measure, inapplicable to so fear- 
fully complex a thing as a human 
soul. When enrd indexes, essential 
devices nowadays, and excellent in 
themselves, become (he master, not 
the servant, in welfare work, the 
personality of the man or woman 
or child sink into the background. 
How much Is lost when the case of 
a poor, unfortunate, but altogether 
’ova hie little chap, dependent, way- 
ward. flefpctlve, whatever he may 
be, b^’cnmes to the worker case 
No. 2fil.3 in file K. No. 3. Of 
' course. I exaggerate. But I do not 
exaggerate the tendency, the drift, 
♦he fl -nger that comes from being 
purely anj coldly .scientific. 

Now I know of no remedy for 
this danger exc(«pt ndigion. Re- 
ligion does not condemn or dis- 
'’’’rd the index system, the vol- 
uminous ease rr-cord system. It 
'I'M s not discourage any effort wo 
make to study a fiTticul.-ir ea^f , 
to tabulate tli(* results, to label 
tlv-rn, and to assign the unfortu- 
natf‘ conditions to causes such as 
heredity, en' ironment, aikmoids, 
for: ils, parental ni'gk’ct, or in gen- 
'•ral, the "sins of the f. at hers. ” 
You may even be justifierl in put- 
ting down wrong religious infiu- 
• *nces ns a cause, or right reliip- 
ous influence s wrongdy applied. 


Religion does not discourage such 
thoroughness of investigation. 
And. when you come to the rem- 
edies. better food may be indicated, 
a healthier environment, better 
clothes, cleaner habits, closer per- 
sonal attention in .school, or even 
the surgeon’s knife. To all this, 1 
religion has nothing to .say, ex- j 
cept to approve. 

Religinn’R Aid to Science 

Let us, then, see what religion 
does to aid science in social wel- 
fare work. In the first place, reli- 
gion sets a higher motive before 
the social worker. Science, left to 
itself, is exact, methodical, but 
lacks the loftier idealism. Its 
standards are noble, but not the 
noblest. It leans on principles of 
economy and social efficiency. Of 
necessity, it cannot reach out to- 
ward the full spiritual develop- 
ment of its opportunities. This 
defect, religion supplies. The mo- 
tive of religion completes that of 
science: its ideal adds the element 
of the supernatural, since it views 
the recipients of its beneficence 
as children of God and heirs to 
the Kingdom of Heaven. More- 
over. religion supplies a definite 
moral motive in charity work. It 
teaches that every act of charity 
has its special merit and reward. 
Even though charity fails, even 
though it be misdirected, even 
though it be abused by the re- 
cipient, the merit is there and 
the reward may be hoped for so 
long as the motive is pure. Again, 
the religious motive best secures 
those qualities, in the social work- 
er, which insure success. It gives 
courage, it gives sincerity, it gives 
humility, it gives the widest sym- 
pathy. it gives disinterestedness, 
it gives the spirit of self-sacrifice 
and more frequently than any 
other motive, it inspires a hero- 
ism that does not stop even at the 
sacrifice of life itself. 

Finally, religion aids scientific 
charity by helping to eradicate the 
sources of distress. These are 
many and varied, and science is 
competent to deal with most of 
them. But among them (chief 
among them perhaps) arc the in- 
ordinate love of wealth and the 
lack of social responsibility among 
those who possess wealth. Crime, 
too, and lack of thrift are sources 
of individual need. With all these 
religion can deal in a manner di- 
rect. peremptory and authorita- 
tive. What other power can reach 
the conscience of the individual, 
and show him his responsibilities? 
At least, what power can do that 
so effectively as religion? Soci- 
alism, which denies the right of the 
millionaire to his riches, over- 
shoots the mark. Religion admits 
the right, but emphasizes the truth 
that with that right is a.ssociated 
the idea of stewardship. It teaches 
that he who has a just title may 
po.ssess undisturbed, but it points 
out that the love of mdfney is the 
root of evil, and that he who 
has is bound by Divine law to give 
according to his means. That is 
what the Community Fund really 
means. Religion teaches industry, 
Sobriety, moderation; it curbs ex- 
travagance in the rich, and covet- 
ousness in the poor, and so applies 
to the evil of unrest the only rem- 
edy that can heal the disease from 
which crime and poverty spring. 
Scientific charity is never so sci- 
entific as when it welcomes the 
aid of religion in removing the 
sources of distress. 

Religion Teaches Purity 

By way of illustration let me 
mention for a moment that evil 
which is a virulent cancer in our 
city life, and which we refer to 
as the social evil. This is a squrce 
not only of sin and moral deprav- 
ity, but a prolific source of many 
physical, domestic, and civic evils 
and of widespread distress. City 
I laws may be framed, vice squads 
j may be organized and equipped, 

I "control” may be exercised in one 
shape or in another; but it final- 
ly comes back to religion to edu- 
cate the individual conscience, to 
teach an abhorrence of this par- 
ticular sin, to warn in terms of 
^ Divine wrath, and above all to in- 
I culcate a love of purity by those 
means which are peculiar to reli- 
gion; which while enlightening the 
mind, strengthen the will against 
temptation, and taking advantage 
of the idealism of youth, turns the 
emotions and the sentiments to- 
ward what is clean in thought and 
word and deed. By helping to re- 
move this terrible source of dis- 
tress religion most effectively con- 
tributes to social welfare. 

I Now religion, like every other 
thing that is good, may bo abused. 

I And religion may bo abused in so- 
1 cial-wolfare work. Religion is 
I abused when it is made a cloak 
for inefficiency. Thero is no rea- 
son why the religious worker 
should not welcome all the aid 
that science can afford. Religion 
should not be made an excuse for 
slip-shod methods or indiscrimi- 
nate giving. Though its motive is 
.supernatural, its devices should be 
j practical and comoe up to the 
standard of technical efficiency. 

! Religion is abused when it sup- 
, plants individual charity. Thero 
1 was something fine in the old idea 
I that the actual personal handing 
out of food or alms to the poor 
brought somehow a special bless- 
ing to the giver. This kind of re- 
I lief Is now performed by organiza- 
tions, and much better performed. 

I But It would be a pity if the in- 
dividunl considered that after his 
! contribution to the Community 
; Fund is made, his relation to the 
less fortunate ends and his duty 
j is done. Neither organized charity 
. nor organized religious charity 
‘should deprive th<* individual of 
doing his share from time to time, 
in his own way, and Iv'st of all. in 
such a manner that only the Fath- 
er Who seeth in secret, may re- 
ward him. Religion is abused 
whan it becomes overzenlous Tt is 
rieht and proper tlvt religion 
'’hould seek the benefit of souls. !

DISTRICT NITRSING BOARD 

On Monday. Jan. 12, Mr. Julius 
Warren, superintendent of schools 
in Newton addressed the Board of 
the District Nursing Association. 
He said that it is not pos.sible to 
prove the actual benefit of pre- 
school health work without a defi- 
nite survey, but that educators 
are certain of its value. Mr. War- 
ren feels that it is necessary to 
know children better — an under- 
standing of their basic state of | 
mental and physical hygiene wifi 
help teachers to help them become 
efficient people. 

Among the values derived from 
pre-school health work Mr. War- 
ren listed; (1) more physical and 
dental defects corrected before 
entering school. (2) better rela- 
tionship with doctor and nurse; (3) 
better parent understanding of 
health aims; (4) less loss of school 
time through illness; (5) more 
vaccinations and immunizations 
before entering school; (6) better 
resistance to disease; (7) better 
records through conferences to be- 
come part of Child’s school his- 
tory; (8) contact of home with so- ' 
cial agency; (9) early recognition 
of rnaladjustments and their cor- 
rection; (10) special training for 
the physically handicapped; (11) 
brings to light mental deficiency 
and (12) makes for improved be- 
havior habits.

Schools 
To Salvage 
Waste Paper 

A waste paper salvaging proj- 
ect was announced this week by 
the Newton school department 
which Is expected to produce con- 
siderable revenue to the city. Of- 
ficals have made arrangements for 
the sale of the paper to a salvage 
concern at a price of 5*1.10 per 
100 pounds for composition and 
mimeograph paper, known as sul- 
phide. 

In the classrooms of the 31 
schools of the city a container has 
been placed beside the regular 
waste basket in which the pupils 
will deposit the white paper. Oth- 
er types of paper will also be 
saved including magazines and 
discarded textbooks. The concern 
purchasing the paper will collect 
it at each school. 

The former practice of burning 
all waste paper in the boiler for 
the purpose of providing hot wa- 
ter and only that which cannot be 
sold will be disposed of in this 
way. The system has been set 
up so that it will not make undue 
demands upon the time of the 
teachers and in each classroom a 
pupil will be assigned to have 
charge. 

In order to avoid the necessity 
of storing a large quantity of the 
material and creating a lire haz- 
ard, collections will be made fre- 
quently. Money derived from this 
.source will be turned into the city 
treasury. The project has no con- 
nection with that being carried 
out in two of the junior high 
schools where pupils have been 
bringing old newspapers to school 
for the purpose of aiding in na- 
tional defense.

Dr. Sullivan 
To Retire 
From Pulpit 

Served Trinity Church 
As Rector For More 
Than Fifty Years 


Announcement was made last 
Saturday that Rev. Edward Tay- 
lor Sullivan, D.D., rector of Trin- 
ity Episcopal Church of Newton 
Centre for over 50 years, w'ould 
retire as soon as a successor could 
be appointed. Formal action on 
the resignation was taken at the 
annual meeting of the parish on 
Tuesday evening. Dr. Sullivan is 
not only w’idely known through- 
out Newton for his long service 
here but is widely known as the 
summer dean of St. Paul’s Cathe- 
dral in Boston and is nationally 
know’n through his radio preach- 
ing. 

Dr. Sullivan, who is now over 
80 years of age, gained national 
distinction for his preaching abil- 
ity and as the country’s first ra- 
dio preacher. In 1923 he deliv- 
ered the first sermon broadcast 
by radio. 

A native of Bantry Bay, Ireland, 
he came to this country with his 
parents and settled in Detroit. He 
had a varied career as a railroad 
man. newspaper reporter and gro- 
cer before taking up studies at 
Trinity College, Hartford, Conn., 
to study for the ministry. He fin- 
ished his course at the Episco- 
pal Theological School in Cam- 
bridge. On his ordination by Bi- 
shop Phillip Brooks in 1892 he 
was assigned to Trinity Church in 
Newton Centre w-hich at that time 
met in a small hall. Dr. Sullivan 
has built the pari.sh into one of 
the largest and outstanding Epis- 
copal groups in the entire coun- 
try. 

During his service here Dr. Sul- 
livan has occupied numerous posi- 
tions of influence. He was editor 
of the Church Militant for 23 
years and w'as chaplain for the 
British Nav'al and Military Vet- 
erans A.ssociation. He was a close 
personal friend of thc» late Bishop 
William Lawrence. 

The annual meeting was at- 
tended by over 300 members of 
the parish and was follow’ed by a 
reception by Dr. Sullivan. W. Cor- 
nell Appleton was re-elected sen- 
ior warden. Other officers elect- 
ed included William B. Barkley, 
junior warden; George W. Pratt, 
clerk: L. Lee Street, treasurer; L. 
H. Fitch, H. E. Rowley, Douglass 
B. Francis, and F. W Brook, ves- 
trymen for three years; John 
Whitt le.sey and Henry S. Cross, 
vestrymen for one year.

Milk Concerns And 
Health Dept. Announce 
Every Other Day Plan 


The Newton Health Department 
announced late last week that it 
had approved a plan of every other 
day delivery by milk distributors 
in the Newtons. The daily deliv- 
ery plan was discontinued in an 
effort to reduce the truck mileage 
schedules with a resultant saving 
in wear upon tires. 

A statement in connection with 
the new delivery plan was issued 
by Arthur A. Robertson, milk in- 
spector, as follows: 

‘"rwo of the larger distributors 
of milk in Newton have notified us 
that they would like to establish 
a policy of delivering milk every 
other day on several of their re- 
tail routes instead of delivering 
every day as at present. The pur- 
pose of making this change is to 
co-operate with the Federal gov- 
ernment and local rationing boards 
in conserving tires and gasoline. 

Director Approves 

“After conferring with Dr. Er- 
nest M. Morris, Director of Pub- 
lic Health, I have notified the rep- 
resentatives of these two compa- 
nies that the Newton Health De- 
partment approves this new pol- 
icy of delivery. It is understood 
that the policy will be tried out 
for some weeks as an experiment 
and that if successful, the prac- 
tice will be put into effect on 
other routes and probably by other 
distributors. 

“Consumers on the routes af- 
fected by this new policy are 
urged to co-operate with their milk 
dealers especially in respect to not 
asking for special deliveries. Such 
deliveries would defeat the pur- 
pose of every other day deliv- 
ery. 

Just As Good 

“From a public health stand- 
point milk kept a day longer than 
usual, loses none of its nutritional 
value. There will be little, if any, 
appreciable increase in bacteria 
count and any such increase w’ill 
be of no significance provided the 
milk is kept in the original con- 
tainers unopened until just be- 
fore it is necessary to u.se the 
milk. The milk should be kept at 
a temperature below 50*^ Fahren- 
heit and preferably about 40 
Fahrenheit. If these simple rules 
arc ob.servcd, there will be no dif- 
ficulty in maintaining both the 
nutritional and keeping qualities 
of milk and cream.”

A requisition for more Newton 
men to work on WPA projects 
at Fort Devens necessitated an 
appropriation of $1,566 by the 
Newton Board of Aldermen on 
Monday night. Chairman Carl 
Schipper of the finance commit- 
tee explained that a second bus 
load ol w'orkers will be started 
on Jan. 22nd. The appropriation 
provides for the transportation of ; 
the men until the end of Febru-, 
ary and also provides for an ex- 
pected increase in working days 
from six to seven. Each bus car- ' 
Ties 28 workers for the project 
which is on an eight-hour per day 
basis. j

Savings Banks 
Aid Sale of 
Defense Bonds 


Tremendous increases in the 
sale of defense bonds since the 
country went to war are reported 
by the Savings Banks Association 
of Massachusetts. Sales of Series 
E defense bonds by the savings 
banks of the state during Decem- 
ber were S6.386.953. contrasted 
with .Sl.441.643 in the preceding 
month, according to Harrison G. 
Taylor, president of the Associa- 
tion. The total sale of all forms 
of defense bonds and stamps by 
the savings banks during Dwem- 
ber was more than $7,000,000. 

Mr. Taylor stated that every 
savings bank in the Common- 
wealth was an agency for the sale 
of defense bonds and was coop- 
erating wholeheartedly in the 
Government’s program. He em- 
phasized. however, that the Gov- 
ernment wished the purchase of 
bonds from current earnings rath- 
er than from withdrawals from 
sa\ings accounts. 

"Many people.” he said, "in 
their patriotic desire to aid the 
Defense Bond camoaign have not 
realized that the 'Treasury wish- 
es to attract new sa\ings from the 
weekly pay envelope or salary 
check. 'Hiey have drawm on their 
sa\ings account for their defense 
bond purchases and thus defeated 
the real purpose of the campaign.** 

"The withdrawal of savings de- 
posits may result simoly in the 
sale of holdings of (Government 
bonds by the savings institution to 
provide cash reserves. 'Thus, sav- 
ings so transferred are merely 
switched from one kind of Gov- 
ernment bond to another and the 
Government’s nrogram of savings 
does not gain bv the transfer." 

“The deposits in savings banks.” 
he said, "are alreadv at work; 37 
per cent of them are now invest- 
#'d Govpmment bonds and nrac- 
ticellv all the balance in railroads, 
nubb'c utilities and real estate 
mortgages — all of which are im- 
portant in the defense effort. Sec- 
retarv’ Morcenthau recognizes this 
situation and asks for the pur- 
chase of bonds and stamos from 
current earnings rather than piast 
sa'^ings.’’ 

'The huge increase in the sale 
nf defense bonds during December, 
''tr. Tav’lor stated, is proof that 
the neople of Massachusetts are 
cmick to respond to the n?»tional 
cm^r^enev. “WTiat is needed now 
npd for manv’ months to come.’’

Courses to be offered immedi- 
ately will be one in machine work 
and one in welding for boys and 
one in light manufacturing work 
for girls. Each course will cover 
a period of fourteen weeks, 35 
hours a week, for a total of 480 
hours. Other courses to be plan- 
ned would be in automotive and 
electrical work. 

The plan was recommended by 
Supt. of Schools Julius E. Warren 
who stated that the courses were 
designed to prepare seniors to ob- 
tain employment upon graduation 
and to "guarantee a steady supply 
of workers for the durEition of the 
war.” He pointed out in a re- 
port accompanying the recommen- 
dation that there is a large reser- 
voir of workers in the schools 
and that the extensive defense pro- 
gram has been unable to train the 
nece.ssary workers, a task that 
has been delegated to trade 
schools. • 

With some rearranging of 
classes in the Newton Trade School 
groups of 15 could be taken care 
of in the Trade School and the 
Hamilton School. Some seniors 
could be enrolled for machine 
training in the regular Trade 
School classes to fill vacancies of 
those who have left upon receiv- 
ing employment. 

Further organization of the 
nlans entail the possible change 
of the welding course onto a twen- 
ty-four-hour basis which has been 
requested by the State Depart- 
ment of Education because of a 
shortage of arc welders. The cost 
of this work would be borne by 
the Federal government with the 
provision that the pupil would be 
required to go to work as soon as 
he was able to pass Navy tests. 
To provide facilities for such ex- 
tension of the welding course four 
new machines will bo available 
within a month’s time. Fourteen 
eduHs ore at present on the wait- 
ing list for the welding course now 
olTercd. 

A decision as to what phase of 
electrical work would best fit into 
the defense program has not been 
decid^'d but it is recognized that 
i foundational work for radio and 
j signal corps operators and main- 
tenance and repair men is most 
I important. The addition of some 
slight equipment would prepare 
the school to carry on a similarly 
important course in the automo- 
bile .shops. 

! It is further proposed that op- 
portunities for high school sen- 
iors to take this work during the 
summer months will be provided.

Concrete 
Stands Cost 
Excessive 

To Repair Wooden Seats 
At Athletic Field 


The present high cost of con- 
struction has forced the postpone- 
ment of the replacement of the 
wooden stands at the Newton 
high .school athletic field with a 
concrete structure. The school 
committee on Monday night voted 
to recommend a plan for the tem- 
porary repair of the present 
stands at a cost of $1,0()(). The 
plan approved was one of six 
suggested by Public Buildings 
Commissioner Arthur Campbell 
which might be followed. 

Under the proposed plan the 
baseball stands on the first and 
third baselines, which have been 
condemned along with the wood- 
en stands on the north side of the 
gridiron at the Dickinson stadium, 
would be dismantled and the sal- 
vaged lumber used to repair the 
football stands. The stands could 
then be used for a two-year pe- 
riod. 

The original plan called for the 
construction of a concrete stand 
to accommodate 1200 and to con- 
tain a storage room and sanitary 
facilities and the use of the lum- 
ber salvaged from the wooden [ 
football stands as repair material 
for the ba.seball stands. Commis- 
sioner Campbell reported that the 
concrete football stand would 
cost $25,000 if carried out by a 
contractor and $35,000 if built as 
a WPA project. In the latter 
case the cost to the city woyld be 
$21,000 for materials with the fed- 
eral government contributing the 
rest in labor. Two other plans 
costing $12,000 and $6,000 were 
also suggested but discarded. ' 

In voting to a.sk the mayor to 
approve an appropriation for the 
repair plan, the committee urged 
that sufficient funds be provided , 
for the construction of benches | 
along the baselines of the base- ! 
ball diamond so that the field | 
would not be left without scatinjr 
facilities. Committeemen Thomas , 
West and Raymond Cabot ex- 1 
pressed fear that removal of seat- j 
ing facilities for that sport would 
further kill interest which has ■ 
already waned somewhat. 

No School on Registration Day | 

The committee voted to comply , 
with the recommendation of the 
Stale Department, declaring Mon- 
day. Feb. 16th a school holiday j 
so that teachers and school build- 
ings might be available for use on ' 
Registration Day for the new Se- 
lective Service Act. Registration 
will also take place on Feb. 15th 
and teachers will be required to 
serve one of the two days. They 
will meet on Feb. 12th to receive 
instructions. 

Secretary Harold Gores of the 
School committee described the 
system of salvaging waste paper 
recently put into elTect in the 31 
school buildings of the city. It is 
expected that approximately $1.- 
200 will be added to the city treas- 
ury annually by sale of the waste 
paper thus saved. 

The school committee confirmed 
the 7 1-2 per cent salary cut of 
j 1933 and 1934 as a "temporary 
general reduction" so that teach- 
ers who retire will receive pen- 
sions based on the original salaries 
for those years rather than at

Will Handle Rationing 
Of Other Articles 

The Newton Tire Rationing 
Board has dropped the word "tire” 
from its title and henceforth will 
be known as the Newton Ration- 
ing Board. Signs at the board’s 
quarters at city hall were altered 
to conform with the new designa- 
tion which was in compliance with 
an order from the State Rationing 
Board in anticipation of the ra- 
tioning of automobiles and other 
commodities by local organizations 
of this nature. 

The Newton board has granted 
certificates for passengers and 
light trucks but only four for 
trucks of the "heavy” t>-pe al- 
though tho quota for this class 
of vehicle for January was .54 tires 
and 45 tubes. 

The February quota has been 
reduced from the January fig^ires 
about 30 per cent.

Active training of 3.000 ARP 
wardens continues in preparation 
for possible air raids in the city 
with two Wardens courses having 
been completed and two others 
scheduled within the next seven 
days.

Newtonville 
and Nonantum attended the initi- 
al course of the present series on 
Friday and Saturday of Jan. 9th 
and 10th.
